in opposition of the treaty, and ex- 
pressed strong opposition to its ef- 
fect on the agricultural industry. 

Another resolution urged on the 
dominion govenrn that an incease 
in the Biitish p erence be made, as 
a step toward freer trade relations 
with other countries and the reduc- 
tion of the costs of living and produc- 
tion, 

Mr. Gardiner in speaking to this 
resolution explained the international 
trade situation and pointed out that 
purchasing a larger volume from 
« Great Britain would have the effect 
of raising the standard of living and 
increasing the purchasing power of 
the. British public, which in turn 
would create greater markets for Ca- 
nadian exports, and he contended 
thet this policy was preferable to sn- 
acting retaliatory tariffs against 
other countries, 

’The convention, in discussing an- 
other resolution, went. on record as 
being opposed to any form of protec- 
tive tariff. Delegates Lloyd Brown 
of Bristow and W. Taylor of Big Val- 
ley, emphasized the principle of free 
trade for which the organization has 
always stood. a 

There appeared to be littlé~doubt 
of the almost unanimous support of 
the organization for the policies of 
its president. This was demonsrated 
in the discussion of a resolution com- 

- mending H. W. Wood%s stand in op- 
posing the compulsory procedure. 
Carl Axelson of Byngvile, who spoke 
on practically every resolution intro- 
duced during the afternoon, made the 
only suggestion indicating lack of 
faith in the president’s judgment, but 
he received little support. When chal- 
lenged by E. J. Garland, M.P., to el- 
ucidate his suggestions, he failed to 
convince the convention that this ob- 
jections to Mr. Wood’s actions had 
any very hard sound basis. 

Many suggestions were made as to 
means of reviving interest in a num- 
ber of country loeals and it was de- 
eided that the locals should be en- 
couraged to carry out. a membership 
drive in the early summer months. 

Constituticnal amendments = an- 
proved at the night session decid: 
that membership fees paid at any 
date would cover the current year 
from January 1 to December 31, bat 
that three months grace would be al- 
lowed for payment of dues. 

A move to raise the annual fee to 
the central office to $3.50---an ad- 
vance of 75 cente was defeated. 

Intelligent buying, intelligent sell- 
ing and efficient farm management 
are the three basic factors of con- 
structive co-operation, commented A. 
Simmons, president of the Saskatch- 
ewan Wholesale Co-operative asso- 
ciation, in a speech before the con- 
vention. 

The United Farmers of Alberta 
backed their president, Henry Wise 
Wood, against criticism by Aaron 
Sapiro, internationally known co-op- 
erative marketing advocate. The 
farm body in annual convention ex- 
pressed confidence in the ability of 
Mr. Wood as head of the provincial 
wheat pool. 

Pronounced opposition to the ap- 
proving resolution developed in early 
discussion on the matter, Carl Axel- 
son of Byngville, reputed leader of a 
eft wing’ U.F.A. movement, sought 


to have the convention refuse sup- 
port of their president. 
Mr. Wood, who has been U.F.A. 


president for 14 years, and head of 
the Alberta pool since its organization 
was absent during the discussion. 

The resolution was as follows: 

‘*Whereas there has been consid- 
erable criticism through the press by 
Aaron Sapiro of H. W. Wood's sys- 
tem of conducting the wheat pool 
business. 

‘*Whereas the wheat pool is func- 
tioning very satisfactorily at present. 

‘*Therefore be it resolved that we 
do express our confidence in President 
Wood and his co-directors’ ability to 
conduct the pools’ business in the 
future.’’ 

H. E. G. Scholefield, vice-president 
of the U.F.A. denied the accusation 
of Mr. Sapiro that Mr. Wood ‘‘had 
to be kicked into the fatherhood of 
the pool.’’ He stated that the Sask- 
atchewan section of the United Farm- 
ers of Canada had written him follow- 
ing an investigation of the matter on 
their own behalf, saying, ‘‘so far all

I was askéd everywhere; ‘‘When will 
the revolution come in your coun- 
try?” and when I. answered ‘‘I don’t 
know,’’ surprise wae manifested that 
I was not informed upon such an all- 
important matter, Anti-religigus pro- 
paganda is also a part of the educa- 
tional scheme. In schools I observed 
pictures of drunken priests and monks 
making love to peasant girls, pictures 
all drawn by the pupils themselves. 
This anti-religious propaganda was 
rather dangerous at first, for consid- 
erable opposition, sometimes. violent 
was shown by the parents when their 
children came home and tried to prove 
(by ordér,of their teachers) ‘that 
there was no God. On questioning 
pupils in a Leningtad school I learn- 
ed that a few believed there was a 
God and one little girl told me that 
He took care of Lenin but I found not 
one case where there was any belief 
in Jesus. If the Bolshevists have fail- 
ed to make atheists of the grown-ups 
it must be said that they have been 
very successful in making atheists of 
the children. It has sometimes been 
a hard task and there have been hard 
struggles between teachers and par- 
ents to capture the minds of the child- 
ren in this regard. 

In the matter of the teaching of 
language—Tsar-Russia certainly was 
far in advance of Soviet Russia. For- 
merly French was the foreign lang- 
uage most taugh, now it is German 
which it is anticipated will be of much 
service later, especially in Leningrad. 
When in New. Peterhov I . taught 
Swedish to some of the teachers. This 
enabled me to get fairly well ac- 
quainted with the system of instruc- 
tion given there. In the high school 
I found that English was taught for 
four years but the pupils knowledge 
of that lauguage was not very thor- 
ough. probably for the reason that 
there was little touch between Russia 
and English speaking peoples, their 
relations being then officially sever- 
ed. However, a placard on the wall 
| seems to give a significant yeason for 
| maintaining the teaching of English, 
the placard read; ‘‘Learn the langu- 
age of your worst enemy.’’

Despite the fact that a blizzard was 
blowing on Saturday last, some 400 
‘farmers and other interested people 
" were present at the annual meeting of 
Blindman Valley Co-operative ‘Asso- 
ciation, held in the Rimbey Oommun- 
ity Hall. A special train was run 
out from Lacombe and about 150 peo- 
ple took advantage of this added ac- 
* commodaticn. All reads into Rimbey 
were émpassable for automobiles, 
therefore there was not as large an 
attendance as was anticipated, 

‘The meeting was called to © ord: 
ghortly after noon and Hon, W:.. 
Irving, M. P. was appointed chairman. 
Mr, Buchanan, President of the Rim- 
‘bey Board of Trade then fave an 
address of welcome to the members 
and congratulated them on the splen- 
did attendance in spite of the adperse 
weather. conditions, and said that in 
doing so they showed their enthus- 
iesm and loyalty to their leaders. Af- 
ter this address of welcome the meet- 
ing got down to business, the first 
item of business being the financial 
statement which was read by Mr. | 
Wright. The statement showed the 
Association to be in good, healthy fin- | 
ancial condition. A gross total of 
$596,151.50 worth of business was 
shown by the report. The Associa- 
tion had handle 291 carloads or a to- 
tal of 24,240 Hogs and ‘had paid out 
to the producers $492,715.78 for hogs. 
49 1-4‘carloads or 1,308 head of cattle 
were handled, $71,913.37 being paid 
out in the cattle account. 908 head of 
sheep were handled and $6,615.30 paid 
to the sheep producers. The state- 
ment showed that a net surplus of 
$1,642.27 had been realized by the 
Association in the year.

He said that undoubt- 

edly the plant would prove a money- 

maker for the producers, and that by 

owning a packing plant of their own 

and selling direct to the consumer, 
greater returns would be possible than 
at present. Mr. Hiarstaad’s address 
was put forth in a straight forward 

manner, and although his opinions 
and views were different from Mr. | 
Chowan ’s, his argument was very log- 
ical. His speech was well received 
by the meeting. Afiter another short 
discussion by Mr. Chowan a’ vote was 
taken on the question and the contract 
was voted down decisively.
